Last month when a pipe bomb was 
carried into a lawyer s office by an irate 
man.

Department called the base commander 
at Vandenberg Air Force Base. He 
relayed the call for assistance to job 
control and job control relayed the call 
to munitions control. 
Only when Capt Bruce Cubbison of 
munitions control confirmed that proper 
permission had been granted by the base 
commander 
did 
he 
dispatch 
the 
Explosive Ordinance Disposal (EOD) 
team to Santa Maria to dispose of the 
bomb 
“ It really sounds like it takes a long 
time for this to happen, but it doesn’t,” 
team member Sgt. Johnny Wade said 
and snapped his fingers. 
Capt Cubbison, the team's immediate 
superior officer, added. “ Everybody's 
got a hot line. There's no dialing, just 
pick-up the phone and push a button ... 
Maybe it takes three or four minutes ’’ 
Bombing, as a source of extortion and 
revenge, is exploding in popularity 
However, 
small 
communities 
like 
Lompoc and Santa Maria on the Central 
Coast can hardly afford to maintain 
their own bomb squads So they rely on 
the 
three 
man 
OED 
team 
at 
Vandenberg 
Recently, 
when 
a 
bomb 
was 
discovered under a railroad bridge in 
Guadalupe, the EOD team was notified 
for help When someone phoned the 
Santa Maria Airport to say a bomb was 
about to go off, the EOD team was 
contacted again for assistance and 
advice. 
EOD is assigned to the 394th Strategic 
Missile Squadron which is under the 
command of Col. Ralph W White. He 
says the team responds to distress calls 
of local police departments only “ under 
very structured rules that must be 
fulfilled before they will ever go.’’ 
Capt Cubbison and team members 
MSgt John Reynolds and Sgt. Wade 
outlined these rules last week. TSgt. 
Harry Gregory was out of the office 
Not just anyone can call the base and 
expect the EOD team to scramble out 
for them. Only a police department can 
make this request And the only person 
who can authorize the dispatch of the 
team from Vandenberg is the base 
commander, Col Walter Carter. 


Once the team is sent out the 
requesting police either meet them at 
the city limits and escort them in or the 
team goes directly to the police station. 
Before the team can proceed to dispose 
of the bomb, the police department must 
sign a DD form 1926 it relieves the Air 
Force of any liability.

bombs” is “ like one per cent of their

According to MSgt Reynolds, the 
EOD team has four functions or 
missions 
Its primary mission is to 
support all missile launchings, military 
and civilian The team also routinely 
disposes 
all 
old 
munitions 
and 
explosives 
on 
base, 
and 
it 
“ participates" in the base disaster 
preparedness program This means they 
are assigned to act in times of disaster 


like 
floods, 
earthquakes, 
missile 
accidents

final 
and 
small,

insignificant mission is to assist local 
law enforcement agencies when they 
have a live bomb on their hands The 
team spends the least amount of time on 
this mission On the average, they are 
called out three to five times a year

Amnesty price called too high 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Thousands of Vietnam-era war 
resisters now have a chance for conditional amnesty—but 
many may find the price too high 


President Ford presented the basic terms—up to two 
years of “ alternative national service” and re-affirmation 
of allegiance —in a formal proclamation Monday, and he 
said less might be required in cases with “ mitigating 
circumstances.” 
But activists at home and abroad, especially in Canada 
and Sweden, quickly turned thumbs down on the offer and 
predicted limited acceptance by those eligible — about 
15.500 charged with draft evasion and 12,500 accused of 
desertion from the armed forces. 
Even Attorney General William B Saxbe, a prime 
architect of the plan, said he thought no more than about 
2.500 would take advantage of it. 
Critics generally complained that Ford was asking too 
much in his “earned re-entry” approach, particularly after 
granting an unconditional pardon to former President Rich­ 
ard Nixon eight days earlier, and some maintained that 
Ford essentially was demanding tacit admissions of guilt. 
One rrfajor American war exile group in Toronto, known 
as Amex Canada, called for a boycott of Ford’s overtures. In 
Washington, a spokesman for the National Council for 
Universal and Unconditional Amnesty said of the plan: “ It 
is no help whatsoever.” 
The President’s action also found little favor with 
veterans 
organizations 
and 
some 
conservative 
congressmen, who have generally opposed any form of 
amnesty. Congressional leaders generally endorsed the

Mounting concern over the rabies 
epidemic in several county areas was 
expressed late Monday with word that 
the Lobero Building in Santa Barbara 
has been found to be “ infested with 
bats ” 


County 
Administrative 
Officer 
Raymond D. Johnson relayed this word 
to the county supervisors as they 
recessed 
Monday’s 
weekly 
board 
session to Wednesday at 2 p m to hold 
an emergency session on the rabies 
scare now prevalent in Santa Ynez 
Valley and several South Coast areas 
Fourteen cases of rabid skunks and 
bats have been confirmed by the County 
Health Department, with nine rabid 
skunks being found in Santa Ynez Valley 
and five rabid bats in South Coast areas 
from Goleta to Carpintería 


Bats and skunks are the principal 
carriers of the dreaded disease which 
can be fatal unless preventive injections 
are taken quickly 


Johnson told the supervisors that the 
“ infestation of bats” in the multi storied 
Lobero Building in downtown Santa 
Barbara poses a special problem for the 
county, as County Welfare Department 
employes are in the building

To deal with men already convicted, Ford signed an 
executive order creating a special clemency board to 
conduct a case-by-case review of appeals. He named 
Charles E. Goodell, a former New York Republican senator 
and vocal critic of U.S. policy in Vietnam, to head the nine- 
member panel. 
The President summed up his position this way: 
“ Reconciliation among our people does not require that 
these acts be condoned. Yet, reconciliation calls for an act 
of mercy to bind the nation’s wounds and to heal the scars of 
divisiveness.” 
Under Ford’s program, eligibility will be confined to war 
resisters charged between Aug. 4, 1964, and March 28, 1973, 
and those seeking immunity from prosecution must 
surrender to a U.S. attorney or military authority by next 
Jan. 31. Participants will have to promise “ a period of 
alternate service in the national interest, together with an 
acknowledgement of their allegiance to the country and its 
constitution.” 
Administration officials said the Selective Service System 
would direct the program and that the government would 
help find jobs benefitting the “ national health, welfare, 
safety and interest." Hospital positions were cited as a 
common example and all work was expected to be similar to 
that performed in the past by conscientious objectors. 
The American Legion complained that Ford’s position 
was too lenient and that his plan “ violates the principles” 
that led millions to serve in the armed forces and tens of 
thousands to die for their country

Haig denies 
pardon role

Alexander M Haig Jr., outgoing White 
House chief of staff, denied today that 
he persuaded President Ford to grant 
Richard Nixon an unconditional pardon 
after being advised of the former 
President’s deteriorating health. 
The New York Times reported in 
today's editions that a long-time friend 
of Nixon's identified Haig as the person 
“ primarily responsible” for the surprise 
pardon announced Sept. 8 by Ford 
“ It's all wrong," Haig told reporters 
grimly. 
He said that he had not talked to any 
members of the family in connection 
with Nixon's physical and emotional 
health. 
He also denied that he was an 
intermediary with Special Prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski to find out how long it 
wouid take for Nixon to be tried should 
he be indicted on Watergate charges. 
The Times report said that he had 
initiated “ the highly secret pardon 
discussions” after conversations with 
Nixon's 
two 
daughters, 
Julie 
Eisenhower and Tricia Cox and with 
Nixon’s former press secretary Ronald 
Ziegler. 


Hostages' safety in doubt 


Dutch tighten ring 
around terrorists 


THE HAGUE (U PI) - Police cleared 
an escape route today for three 
Japanese terrorists who have held nine 
hostages at the French Embassy since 
Friday, and the grim drama appeared 
near a climax 
The safety of the 
hostages remained in doubt. 
Police ordered all motorists off the 
road leading to Schiphol airport where 
an Air France Boeing 707 awaited with a 
volunteer Dutch crew to fly the hostages 
out of the country with another Japanese 
terrorist released earlier by France as 
part of the deal 
The airport was ringed with armored 
cars and army sharpshooters and 
special precautions were taken at Paris’ 
Orly Airport in case the terrorists, 
members of the extremist Japanese Red 
Army, should try to land there 
A force of 20 City police sharpshooters 
was on hand there. The Japanese 
released two women hostages Monday in 
exchange for cigarettes, food and 
medicine but were still holding nine 
persons, 
including 
the 
French 
ambassador to the Netherlands, Count 
Jacques Senard All had been under a 
death threat since Friday 
Queen Juliana, making a speech at the 
start of Holland’s new parliament 
session, departed from her prepared 
text at 
one 
point and 
said the 
government was devoting its efforts to 
obtain the safe release of the hostages, 
“ Our nation was startled by an act of 
terrorism, 
wherewith the lives of 
innocent people are being threatened, 
she said “The action of the government 
is with priority directed at the harmless 
release of the hostages Our people hope 
and pray that this may succeed ” 
A gunman in a speeding car fired 
several shots at police ringing the 
embassy Monday night, stepping up 
tensions outside the besieged building 
Police said the man sped off after 
firing at a policeman Authorities said 


the officer was unhurt, but declined to 
disclose any other details about the 
incident. 
In hopes of a break in negotiations, 
Dutch officials prepared a Boeing 707 jet 
at nearby Schiphol Airport to fly the 
Japanese Red Army guerrillas out of the 
country with a Marxist comrade sprung 
from a French prison. 
In a television interview Monday 
night. Premier Joop den Uyl said 
negotiations 
with 
the 
terrorists 
produced 
some 
“ possibilities” 
for 
agreement but warned against “ too 
much optimism.” 
“There are still some very difficult 
points at issue, making an exchange 
impossible for the time being, he said 
Hostages held by the three leftist 
extremists 
include 
Count 
Jacques 
Senard, the French ambassador to 
Holland 
Yutaka Furuya, a 25-year-old Red 
Army member imprisoned in Paris, was 
brought to the airport Friday hours after 
the three guerrillas demanded his 
release. 
Furuya was seized at Paris Orly 
Airport two months ago on charges of 
carrying false passports, counterfeit 
American money and plans to kidnap the 
Japanese ambassador to France. 
The large security force ringing the 
embassy was trimmed to an overnight 
contingent of about two dozen officers 
The streets near the embassy were 
empty of spectators and a bright light 
shone in the foyer of the building 
The guerrillas released two female 
hostages, both embassy employes, early 
Monday morning, but held nine other 
captives taken when the building was 
seized Friday afternoon. 
Holland cited the embassy drama in 
cancelling the traditional pageantry 
marking the appearance of Queen 
Juliana today at the opening of the 
Dutch parliament

Attendance creeps 
up, crowds leave 
Boston to busing 


BOSTON (UPI) — Attendance increased today and unruly 
crowds of demonstrators were absent on the fourth day of a court- 
ordered busing plan to integrate Boston s public schools. 
Black students arrived for 
classes in South Boston without 
the usual jeers and catcalls. 
About 800 police lined roads 
and rooftops along the routes of 
buses, 
which 
were 
given 
motorcycle police and helicopt­ 
er escort into the racially tense 
area 
Four buses—with every seat 
filled—arrived at South Boston 
High School without incident. 
They carried about 140 black 
children and six whites from 
Roxbury and Columbia Point 
housing project. Officials said 
it 
also 
apppeared 
more 
neighborhood, white children 
were going into the school. 
As has been the practice in 
the past, a clergyman rode on 
each of the buses. 
Three buses carrying blacks 
also arrived at the L Street 
Annex to South Boston High 
School. 
There 
were 
148 
children, 
including 87 blacks in attend­ 
ance Monday at South Boston 
high 
Authorities at the City Hall 
Information Center said they 
were “ optimistic that attend­ 
ance 
would 
increase 
and 
arrests decrease.” 
Police and antibusing demon­ 
strators clashed for the third 
day Monday in South Boston, 
where about 800 police, on 
horses, motorcycles and on 
foot, stopped a crowd of jeering 
whites trying time and again to 
march on South Boston High 
School. 
Twenty-two 
persons 
were arrested. Two policemen 
suffered heart attacks during 


the protest march. No school­ 
children were hurt. 
All bars and liquor stores in 
South Boston were ordered 
closed until 4 p m by Police 
C om m issioner 
R ob ert 
diGrazia, who was on hand 
today to personally supervise 
security at South Boston High 
School. 
Under an earlier ruling, all 
groups 
of 
three 
or 
more 
persons 
in the 
vicinity of 
schools 
were 
dispersed 
by 
police. 
Although thousands of chil­ 
dren have refused to go to 
school, the class boycott ap­ 
peared to soften Monday when 
attendance by both blacks and 
whites increased Officials said 
citywide attendance Monday 
was 70 per cent—compared 
with 67 per cent Friday. 
Trouble has been confined to 
South Boston during the first 
three days of the busing plan. 
Although school buses have 
been stoned each day, there 
were no injuries Monday. 
Mayor Kevin H. White vowed 
to keep extra police in South 
Boston as long as it remained a 
trouble 
spot. 
“ I ’ll 
be 
the 
happiest man in town when we 
can withdraw the extra police 
from South Boston But it will 
depend on the people in that 
community.” 
Gov. Francis W. Sargent said 
the state was “ ready, willing 
and able” to help keep the 
peace, but only if asked to do so 
by White. “ I’m not stepping in 
unless I ’m asked.”

Ford: Nixon shamed and disgraced' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
President Ford says Richard M. 
Nixon s acceptance of a pardon “ can be construed" as an 
admission of guilt for Watergate crimes and the former President 
has been “ shamed and disgraced" by his forced resignation 
Vigorously defending the pardon, but admitting surprise at the 
antagonism it created, Ford said he acted to spare the nation 
further turmoil and division 
He said 
there 
was 
no understanding, 
no deal none 
whatsoever” between him and Nixon 
The President’s half hour televised news conference Monday 
night in the East Room was dominated by questions about the 
pardon He insisted that “ in this very, very difficult situation, I 
made the right decision ” 


Ford, who has been moving almost nonstop since he assumed 
the presidency five weeks ago, today called an early morning 
meeting with the GOP steering committee, a cabinet session and 
another in a series of meetings with his economic advisers 


“ Let me say very strongly the United States is not going to have 
a depression,” he told his news conference “ The overall economy 
of the United States is strong.” 
In foreign affairs, Ford acknowledged that the United States

secretly intervened in Chile to assist opposition newspapers and 
political factions, but he denied the CIA was involved in the coup 
that overthrew Chilean President Salvadore Allende He said the 
intervention was in the best interests of Chile and our country,”

and said other powers do the same He would not say whether it, 
was legal under international law 
Ford disclosed that “ within the next few days a very major 
decision will be taken on increasing U.S food contributions for 
humanitarian purposes to help foreign countries suffering from 
drought and poor harvests.” 
On the question of Watergate tapes, whose ownership by Nixon 
Ford affirmed in a special agreement, the President said “ I 
believe that they have been properly preserved and they will be 
available under subpoena for any criminal proceeding.” 
The tapes will be kept in joint custody of Nixon and the General 


Services Administration for five years, after which Nixon will 
gam sole control 
Ford denied reports from congressional leaders and some 
Republican gubernatorial candidates who saw him at the White 
House recently that he had a “ secret reason” for pardoning 
Nixon

State Auditor General reports: 


Profits high with preset milk prices 


SACRAMENTO (UPI > - The state Auditor General said today 
state regulated milk prices allow some supermarkets guaranteed 
profits which run higher than other attractive store-bought items 
such as coffee and sugar 
The report by Auditor General Harvey Rose and the Joint 
Legislative Audit Committee was issued the same day hearings 
opened to determine whether the state can lower the cost of milk. 
In a two-day survey of 92 supermarkets statewide, the report 
concluded that the “ state established minimum retail price for 
milk generally results in higher gross profits to retailers than the 
gross profits” from baby food, condensed milk, creamed corn, 
catsup, vegetable soup, sugar, flour, corn flakes and coffee. 


The state, through the Department of Food and Agriculture, 
sets all minimum milk prices at the producer, wholesale and 
retail levels. 
Consumer groups contend a half-gallon of milk—selling at an 
average 71 cents per half gallon statew ide- is overpriced by 13 
cents and costs Californians $150 million extra annually. 
But industry spokesmen said a reduction in the price of milk at 
the producer level would drive hundreds of dairy farm ers out of 
business. 
“ A decrease in the price of milk to producers could double the 
sales of farms in California overnight," said Jay Goold, executive 
vice president of the League of California Milk Producers. “ You 


could say they would be financially driven out. 
The report also charged that panels designated to hold state 
hearings on milk pricing did not include any consumers or 
industry representatives. 
“ It appears from our work that the supermarkets like Safeway 
have a good deal on milk and their making profits on milk,” Rose 
said 
Rose said the report was only preliminary and did not include 
any recommendations. He said it did not delve into milk producers 
but only wholesalers and retailers 
Asked if it was a coincidence that the report was issued the 
same day as the hearing, Rose said, “ We re not making any bones 
about that, we attempted to put together a report—which we could 
back up factually — for the hearing 
He said if there had not been a hearing, Rose said, it is possible 
we would have withheld it and finished it on the producer level. 
In the past 18 months, the state, through the Department of 
Agriculture, has granted price increases amounting to 15 cents a 
half gallon. 
Consumers in the San Francisco Bay Area now pay about 72 
cents a half gallon, in Siskiyou County the price is the highest at 79 
cents a half gallon, while in Sacramento and San Luis Obispo 
counties it sells for about 68 cents. 
California dairies produce some 10.3 billion pounds of milk 
annually, making it one of the state’s leading industries

There’s also a rapid growth 
of permanents for men, espe­ 
cially for those with fine hair 
who “ can’t do a thing with it” 
when they wash it. A perma­ 
nent in today’s longer hair 
styles will give body and hold. 


I ’ve yet to see a male in 
curlers under a hair dryer, but 
at least in getting a permanent 
they have to be wrapped and 
soaked in waving solution for 
the initial curl.

MINERAL, Calif. - <NKA)

Lassen, and Jessie Carter 
Bronson — Jaye to her few 
neighbors — will have the 
long winter again to con­ 
template that excitement of 
many years ago. 
When she was an airline 
stewardess, the very first of 
the a irlin e ‘stewardesses. 
There were eight and the 
year was 1930 when commer­ 
cial air travel was in its in­ 
fancy. Young Jessie Carter, 
who came out of a little farm 
community in the upper 
Sacramento Valley called 
Los MoHnos where her first 
mode of travel was a horse 
and buggy, was a newly 
registered nurse in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
“ I had a nurse friend," she 
recalls, "who said she was 
going to go out and take an 
examination to be a stewar­ 
dess. 1 had never heard of the 
word. I just went with her. 
And they hired me. They 
hired only nurses. 
“ I had never been in an 
airplane in my life.” 


Kris Thomsen, who is 
model slim with flashing 
dark eyes and a compelling 
smile, is a "now" stewardess. 
She is one of 7,000 who fly just 
for United Airlines alone. She 
lives in Forster City, a 
bedroom community of split 
levels, condominiums and 
manicured spits of lawn 
dredged out of San Francisco 
Bay. 
She taught third grade in 
her native Wisconsin for a 
year and a half until "I 
d e cid e d I d id n ’t lik e 
children." She became a 
stew ardess because she 
wanted to travel and went 
through Inflight Training 
School in Chicago for five- 
and-a-half weeks early in 
1973. There were 63 girls in 
the class and most, like Kris, 
had been to college. She was 
the third oldest in the class at 
28. "It was extremely awk-

ward for my ago,” she says. 
"There was a lot of giggling 
and running around.’ 
She received a choice 
assignment by being based in 
San Francisco. ‘‘We are 
mostly just numbers," she 
says. "Your number is called 
and you just go out. Out of 
San Francisco, I am No. 906 " 
"It was rough work," re­ 
members Jessie Carter. "One 
of the first girls got airsick 
and had to quit in two 
weeks." 
Her run was from Oakland 
to Cheyenne, Wyo. There was 
no airport in San Francisco. 
She commuted across the 
Bay in a Coast Guard cutter 
which had been a rum run­ 
ner. 


“ You left in the evening," 
she says, "and you flew all 
night and got to Cheyenne in 
the morning." There were 
stops in places such as Reno 
and Salt Lake City to drop off 
the mail. 
“In Reno," she recalls, 
"people would come out and 
hang over the fences to watch 
us land. It was a big event." 
The planes were Boeing 


Tri-motor 80A s which clung 
close to the tree tops. There 
was only one stewardess. The 
most passengers she had 
w ere five , “ Peop le on 
emergency trips or business­ 
men.' she said. She remem­ 
bers President Herbert 
Hoover’s son was on one trip 
Mail bags were piled in the 
cabin and sometimes she 
didn't get a seat so she sat on 
a mail bag. 


“We had a chest which ear­ 
ned cocktails with a little 
sherry in them," she says. 
“And we provided sand­ 
wiches. They brought their 
own booze." 


Kris Thomsen has read a 
duty list of the early stewar­ 
desses: dust the window sills, 
make sure the curtains are 
pulled back and clean, etc. 
"I think it would have been 
more glamorous at that 
time, ” she muses. "There is a 
standard joke in this busi­ 
ness. A stewardess has her 


Hash light out and is looking 
around on the floor. Some­ 
body asks her what she’s 
doing. “I'm looking for the 
glamor in this job,' she 
answers. 
A stewardess can work 
only eight hours in 24, but her 
duty time (hanging around 
the airport, etc ) can amount 
to 15 hours. They’re not 
allowed to drink 12 hours 
before a flight. 
"They give us layovers of 
11 hours and 20 minutes, 
smiles Kris, "That's the com­ 
pany joke 
She worked one charter 
flight for a national service 
club to New Orleans in which 
174 men went through 660 
miniature whiskey bottles, 30 
bottles of wine and two cases 
of beer, 
"You can imagine what 
condition these people were 
in," she says. "You re sober 
and they're breathing on you 
and patting you. They wait 
till you start serving a meal 
and they try to put those pins 
on you. I was carrying five 
trays and this guy hands me 
his and says, ‘Here, dummy, 
take this' 
“There are girls who’ll get 
back at them: Oh, excuse me, 
I didn't mean to pour this all 
over your lap.' 
Kris grins 
"You do have to like people 
in this job " 


"They wouldn't allow us to 
have anything to do with the 
pilots, co-pilots or passen­ 
gers," savs Jessie Carter 
Bronson. "We were all young, 
it was a different era. I was a 
naive, innocent girl. So we 
had to stay in the hotel room, 
stay over a day in Cheyenne 
to rest and then fly back." 
She was paid $125 a month. 


She didn’t consider it danger­ 
ous work, “ I didn’t have 
enough sense to be scared." 
Her plane once came down in 
a pasture outside Sacramen­ 
to. They built a bonfire while 
the pilot walked three miles 
to the nearest phone. 


She uuit a fte r th ree 
months. ‘It wasn’t that excit­ 
ing a job," she says. "You 


were in the air and you were 
tired all the time and your 
ears bothered you." 
Her husband, Lewis (Chub) 
Bronson, is the magistrafe of 
Lassen Volcanic National 
Park. In the winter when 
things are quiet they’ll fly out 
to Acapulco or Hawaii. 
"I don't even get ffee 
trip s,’’ sm iles sprightly 
Jessie. 


“ I’m the black sheep in our 
family,” says Kris Thomsen, 
"because I gave up teaching 
and became a ‘nasty’ stewar­ 
dess. My mother has the idea 
you go to some strange city 
and the pilots and stewar­ 
desses are together. We don’t 
even talk to pilots. There's a 
communication problem. But 
all these vile stories. 
"We sit around and have a 
few beers and invariably it 
gets around to airline talk 
and you’re bored and go back 
to your room." 
Her monthly base pay is 
$588 for 65 hours of flying 
tune, but she can fly up to 85 
hours at an extra $11 per hour 
and cle a r $700. “ As a 
teacher,’ 
she grimaces, "I 
figured out for the time I put 
in I was making less than a 
dollar an hour." 
She maintains a normal 
social life. She is divorced 
and lives alone, by choice, in 
a studio apartment. She 
drives a Volkswagen, the 
only item she took out of her 
marriage. 
“ I like the diversified 
schedule of a stewardess," 
she says. "I can’t handle a 9- 


to-5 job, knowing I have to be 
in an office. I’m starting in 
enjoy weekdays off and not 
fighting crowds."

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On Wall Street, the spirit is bottoming out

NEW YORK - (NEA) - A 
blind man on the corner of 
Broadway and Wall Street 
plays a battered saxophone 
that has a paper cup stuck in 
the end of it to catch coins 
dropped by passersby. 
He and Mrs. Goldberg, an 
amiable middle-aged woman 
who sells knishes out of a 
6 
ushcart two blocks east on 
/all Street, are doing well. 
Everybody else on Wall 
Street is doing lousy. 
Wall Street is bullish on the 
blind man because stock tra­ 
ders are as superstitious as 
coal miners, and two bits 
dropped into his paper cup 
may just propitiate the angry 
gods of the securities market. 
And, of course, knishes are 
on the up side because for 40 
cents you can lunch on 
knishes, while in Eberlin’s, u 
century-old stockbroker’s 
restaurant (complete with 
stock ticker) on New Street 
just off Wall, lunch can cost 
you $10. 
“The worst sign I’ve seen." 
said one careworn old pro 
from the New York Stock Ex­ 
change, “ isn’t a million-and- 
a-half shares of Fan Am 
going for one and three-quar­ 
ters. It’s the waiters at 
Eberlm’s being polite.” 
Wall Street is as cheerful 
as a cancer ward today, and 
as permeated with optimism 
as the advertisement on a 
funeral parlor fan. There’s no 
13th floor in the 23-story New 
Y o r k S t o c k E x c h a n g e 
(NYSE) building and it’s a 
good thing, because NYSE 
doesn’t need any more bad 
luck. The value of shares 
traded on the NYSE dropped 
from $792 billion in July, 1973, 
to $583 billion a month ago — 
a decline of about $209 billion 
in a year. 
That means that the worth 
of some of America’s greatest 
industries and commercial 
enterprises has shrunk by one 
third within a year. 
In Wall Street the dreaded 
year 1929 is being invoked 
more and more often, as if 
simply talking about it will 
prove to be a talisman that 
will lift the curse that is 
hovering over the world’s 
biggest market place. 
George M L. LaBranche 
Jr., a dapper 74-year-old with

gold-rimmed eyeglasses, a 
gold necktie clasp and a gold 
identification badge that 
testifies to the 50 years he has 
spent on the floor of NYSE, 
lived through 
1929, 
1932 
(which he thinks was worse), 
and the mass hysteria that 
forced the exchange to close 
after the assassination of 
John F. Kennedy. 
LaBranche is a “ specialist” 
on the floor of the exchange, 
a trader franchised by the ex­ 
change to bring together buy­ 
ing and selling brokers, or to 
buy or sell securities in his 
speciality if no other market 
exists. 
L a B r a n c h e , who has 
weathered well the storms he 
has endured on the floor of 
the exchange, is eupeptic and 
optimistic by nature, and 
pessimistic due to circum­ 
stances. 
“ In 1929,” he observes, “ as 
bad as the selloff was, we did 
have some rallies. Now there 
are no rallies. Shares go 
down and stay down. They 
don’t seem to rally. Condi­ 
tions today are actually more 
comparable to 1932 than they 
are to 1929.” 
Another specialist, a man 
in a Brooks Brothers suit who 
has eyes like the backs of 
spoons, ignores the lunatic 
hubbub that erupts with the 
opening bell at 10 A.M. to 
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take dead aim at what he 
deems the troika of villains 
responsible for the sorry 
state of the market. 
“Oil prices have to get back 
down to a realistic level,” he 
snaps. “ Nobody will survive a 
year with oil at $14 a barrel. 
Italy's bankrupt already, and 
England isn't far from it. Why 
the hell doesn’t the CIA 
(Central Intelligence Agency) 
do what it’s supposed to do 
and change governments in 
some of these oil-producing 
countries?" 
Item two on his hit parade 
is interest rates. “We have to 
borrow money at 14 cent for 
the privilege of losing money 
when we invest it. It just 
doesn’t make sense. 
But it is for the Securities 


and Exchange Commission, 
the government agency that 
regulates the securities busi­ 
ness, that the hard-eyed 
trader saves his-best shots. 
"What in hell is the SEC 
doing to help us? All we get 
from them is more and more 
harassment. We specialists 
are the people who make this 
market possible. We insure 
orderly trading. We give liq­ 
uidity to the market and we 
absolutely guarantee a 
market for every security 
that’s listed. We re the heart 
of the exchange, and the SEC 
persists in treating us like 
crooks." 
It is only a few blocks from 
the sophisticated world of the 
anvil-nard men who trade 
amid the fevers and alarms 


of the NYSE floor to the 
funeral atmosphere of Mer­ 
rill, Lynch, Fierce, Fenner 
and Smith, a brokerage house 
with a glass skyscraper and a 
clientele that includes a full 
share of small, smaller and 
smallest investors. 


What is eerie at Merrill, 
Lynch is the muted air of 
bereavement and loss. It 
takes an effort of will to keep 
from looking around to find 
the loved one laid out in a 
bower of lilies of the valley. 


There are 30 people in the 
room, their eyes fastened on 
the screen where the NYSE 
and AMEX tapes are unwind­ 
ing their way into stock 
market history.

Albacore is still the area’s main ocean fishing attraction Port 
San Luis Sportfishmg has been turning anglers away for want of 
room However, another large boat is now on the job and another 
smaller boat has been added, open to charter and customer 
fishing 
Action on the long fins has been fair to good They’re still a long 
distance from home The school is somewhat scattered and some 
fish have been taken within 10 miles of Diablo Canyon 
Salmon are still in deep 
water, 
inaccessible 
to 
the 
sports fisherman. 
Bottom fishing, as usual, is 
very good A daily boat goes 
out from Port San Luis and 
another boat from Avila «the 
“A.B.C.") wherever enough 
reservations are made 
The 
Harbor Associates’ skiffs have 
been doing a brisk business. 
San Simeon has three boats running, and the fishing has been 
almost fabulous The boats will run until early October, depending 
on the weather Reservations are recommended. 
We have a report that salmon fishing has come to an end in 
Humboldt and Mendocino counties. 
Freshwater fishing 
Locally, trout fishing has been slow, with only an occasional bite 
in very deep water at Lopez Lake. The few trout hauled in had 
traces of a parasite on the scales, similar to what occurred 
several years ago Apparently no harm is done to the eatibility of 
the fish A few black bass up to four pounds were taken in the 
Lopez Creek arm of the lake. 
Nacimiento reports white bass are hitting on small spinners in 
most any part of the lake. Catfish up to three pounds are found in 
the muddy shallows around Bee Rock and are hitting best on cut 
mackerel or bonito. A few crappie were caught in the brushy 
areas 
A flat heat catfish weighing over 42 pounds was caught in the 
Colorado River near Palo Verde. The record is 51 pounds This 
area of the Colorado has some huge cats. We once saw some 
divers working below the dam trying to recover the body of a 
small child reported missing They didn’t find the body, but 
reported seeing huge catfish on the bottom that would have made 
short work of a small child. When divers are scared of fish in fresh 
water, you know they’ve seen some big fish. 
License increase 
Legislation that would increase license fees for sport fishing 
and hunting, party boats and commercial fishing, awaits the 
governor’s signature The bill, SB 1650, would provide about $5 
million annually to help meet current Department of Fish and 
Game costs and provide for future increases. 
The bill would also relax eligibility qualifications for free 
fishing licenses for some senior citizens. If the new law passes, 
hunting license fees will jump from $6 to $10, trout stamps from $2 
to $3 and inland stamp fee from $1 to $2. 
Also awaiting Governor Reagan’s pen is AB 3108, which would 
appropriate $1 million from the general fund to the DFG for non­ 
game species management protection programs.

SAN FRANCISCO ( Ill'll 
Retailers are watching to see 
how the public accepts baby 
beef that goes on sale this 
week The meat is cheaper, but 
the taste is different 


Baby beef is expected to 
retail for eight to 10 cents a 
pound less than mature beef 
because the animals are not 
given expensive feed grams 


Baby beef animals are grown 
on a diet of milk and grass until 
they reach about 400 pounds, 
while mature beef animals are 
fed grain in feedlots until they 
weigh 1,000 pounds or more 


But the lack of grains in the 
diet reduces fat and may affect 
the flavor and juiciness of the 
meat, said Leon Dillenberg of 
the Bay Area Grocers’ Associa 
tion 


i ’m sure there’s nothing at 
all wrong with it,” he said 


“The taste is somewhere in its 
own niche I think we’ve got to 
let people come by themselves 
to the taste of it.”

CIA in Chile 


Two questions have been raised on the 
ClA-in-Chile front. The first is whether 
State Department officials deceived 
Congressional committees by reporting 
that the United States government had 
taken 
no action 
to frustrate the 
inauguration or success of Salvador 
Allende as president of Chile. The 
second is whether the United States 
Government 
should have done so. 
Needless to say the second question, 
which is more important than the first, 
is receiving practically no attention 
The first absorbs the front page 


Frankly, I do not 
know 
what 
is 
the 
correct 
prescription 
for State Department 
officials 
appearing 
before Congressional 
committees that ask 
deeply 
sensitive 
questions The routine 
answer is to demur, 
on 
the grounds of 
Executive 
privilege. 
But that privilege, as 
we all know, is in high 
disrepute 
these 
days, 
so 
that 
Congressional interrogators tend to 
press on where yesterday, they’d have 
let things lie. How, for instance, would 
you. if you served as an ambassador say 
to Hitler Germany, and you were 
collusively 
intriguing 
with 
the 
resistance movement, answer such a 
question as: “ Mr. Ambassador, is the 
State 
Department engaged 
in any 
contacts whatever with the opposition to 
the official government of the Third 
Reich7” You could say: “ No” — which 
would be a lie You could say: "Yes" — 
which would be the truth, and would 
blow the operation Or you could say: "I 
can't discuss that.” In which case the 
press — yes, the press, because as we 
have just seen with the supposedly 
secret testimony of CIA chief William 
Colby 
before 
a 
Congressional 
Committee, in due course we all end up 
reading what he said — is invited to 
draw inferences, namely that in fact you 
are in touch with the resistance 


To this dilemma there is no easy 
solution. 
On 
the 
one 
hand, 
we 
acknowledge that some operations, in 
order to succeed, have got to be carried 
on secretly. On the other hand, a 
republic ought to maintain machinery to 
supervise 
the 
operations 
of 
the 
executive. As ever, the need is for a 
balance of the two considerations 


But returning now to Chile. It is 
alleged that the CIA was authorized by 
the Nixon Administration to spend up to 
eight million dollars over a three-year 
period to prevent if possible, and if not 
possible 
then 
to 
frustrate, 
the 
government of Salvador Allende This is 
accepted prima facie as appalling 
One wonders what in the world is the 
Central Intelligence Agency supposed to 
do7 
We have been formally committed 
since the days of President Monroe to 
the doctrine that no foreign country 
would be permitted to colonize a country 
in the southern hemisphere. Granted, 
we backed away from that doctrine pari 
passu with our retreat from the Bay of 
Pigs. But the altogether official rhetoric 
of the United States in its dealings with 
Latin America has been to incline 
towards freedom and sovereignty The 
assertion 
that 
Allende 
was 
“ democratically” elected, 
and that 
therefore we had no business opposing 
him, begs questions procedural and 
substantive. 
For one thing, Allende’s percentage of 
the 
vote 
was 
less 
than 
Senator 
Goldwater’s 
in 
1964 
But 
more 
important, Allende was the outspoken 
friend of socialist tyranny, and the 
notion that we should deny to his 
opponents such help as we gave them, 
suggests that the United States should 
be totally indifferent to the growth 
within Latin America of a government 
dominated by a man whose idol was 
Fidel Castro 
It may be that interference of any kind 
in the affairs of another country should 
be discouraged But is it really a purely 
Chilean "affair” if it is contemplated 
that hundreds of millions of dollars of 
American 
investments 
are 
to 
be 
confiscated7 Is it purely a Chilean affair 
if the country becomes a base for 
revolutionary 
activities 
against 
its 
neighbors? 
What if a country’s government is 
being arrantly subsidized by the Soviet 
Union? Is it then — and only then — a 
responsibility of the United States to 
grant countervailing aid? Are we in fact 
prepared to retreat so completely from 
the inaugural ideal of John F. Kennedy 
(“ We shall pay any price, bear any 
burden, meet any hardship, support any 
friend, oppose any foe, in order to assure 
the 
survival 
and 
the 
success of 
liberty...” ) as to estop any clandestine 
effort to help our friends in other 
countries to help themselves?

Erosion of freedoms 


Along with other areas of the state 
confronted with overgrowth, the city of 
Los Angeles has become aware of a need 
to curb its sprawl.

in the town’s water supply. That story, 
embellished with some claims of similar 
discoveries in other remote towns, 
gained wide circulation. Some say the 
whole thing was generated by some 
public relations people working for an 
industry which had large stocks of 
fluoride waste from its operations and 
was seeking some means of disposing it. 
Somehow 
the 
American 
Dental 
Association embraced 
the idea of 
fluoridating water supplies as a caries 
prophylactic although opponents claim 
there had not been then nor ever has 
been a truly scientific study to prove 
water fluoridation to be beneficial in 
caries prevention. 
Be that as it may, not even the most 
avid supporters of fluoridation claim 
any benefit excepting for children up to 
adolescent age. 
Nevertheless, 
the 
fluoridation 
proponents have been embarked upon a 
nationwide campaign to force the 
introduction of fluoride into all water 
supplies. 
And, even the 
American 
Medical Association, normally violently 
opposed to any suggestion of mass 
medication, has given its support to 
fluoridation programs. Those old enough- 
will remember the rabid opposition to 
the chlorination of water supplies even 
among the medical people. 
Today, fluoridation advocates counter 
arguments against their scheme by 
pointing to the fact that water supplies 
are chlorinated. They ignore the basic 
difference in purpose. Chlorination is a 
treatment of water supplies to make 
them safe to drink Fluoridation is done 
on a theory it will treat an ailment in a 
small segment of society regardless of 
any potential dangers it may have for 
the rest of the population or even those it 
is supposed to benefit. 
There is substantial evidence that 
fluoride is harmful to the body and can 
cause bone damage and even cancer and 
that it is particularly dangerous to those 
suffering from certain ailments such as 
kidney disease. And, unlike chlorine 
which dissipates itself, fluorides have a 
buildup and cumulative effect. 
At a 
time 
when taxpayers are 
spending millions to combat water 
pollution 
it 
seems 
incongruous to 
deliberately pollute water supplies with 
a poisonous substance. 
But the worst part of the fluoridation 
ordinances is the erosion of freedom of 
choice for the American people. Those 
who believe fluoridation is good for their 
children 
are 
not deprived of the 
privilege of administering it to them by 
the lack of such ordinances But the 
passage of such an ordinance imposes 
mass 
medication 
upon 
everyone, 
including those who strongly object. 
It is another example of those elected 
to office seeing themselves as oracles 
who know what’s best for the people. 
The L A. City Council even rejected the 
idea of placing the issue on the ballot for 
the majority to decide. A pending safe 
water act in Congress, may however, 
negate such ordinances by regulating 
water qualities in all public supplies.

sources to which Egypt, in 
fact, has been looking. 
The

Week & Space Technology” 
magazine recently reported 
that the boom continues to 
expand, both geographically 
and fiscally, exceeding the 
forecasts of even the most 
“ optimistic” marketeers.

Authorities today were in a watchful- 
waiting stance on the question of public 
passage over and use by students and 
their friends of the private front yards of 
apartments across College Avenue from 
Lompoc High School. 
Put 
simply, 
stu­ 
dents have found it 
convenient to cross 
College Avenue and 
sit 
or 
stand, 
or 
convene 
in 
small 
groups on the front 
lawns of the apart­ 
ments Some go there 
to smoke, an act that 
is presently forbidden 
on 
campus, 
while 
others find the lawns a 
pleasant place to eat 
lunch Some go there 
because they merely 
want an off-campus 
spot to meet their 
friends 
and 
to 
fraternize 
The practices have not been happy 
ones for many of the property owners. 
Last year for example one irate tenant 
became embroiled in a confrontation 
that involved the alleged spraying with 
water from a garden hose, plus a 
slapping incident. There were other 
unreported incidents. A kind of peace or 
truce was eventually worked out after a 
series of meetings between tenants or 
property owners, and school officials 
and police 
The authorities are hopeful that peace 
will reign. One official who wished to 
remain anonymous said he was hopeful 
that legislation at the Sacramento level 
would permit a designated smoking spot 
on campus. Another official who also 
preferred to remain anonymous said he 
was not optimistic that a designated 
smoking spot would be popular with 
those 
who are currently crossing 
College Avenue to light up. 
One solution to the confrontations may 
be police enforcement of trespass 
regulations To accomplish this, the 
property owners would have to build 
fences or other semi-legal lines of 
demarcation to show when a student 
was loitering on private property or 
when he or she might be in public right 
of way. But even then a property owner 
would be responsible for preferring 
charges. Public right of way extends 
property-wise from the curb, but where 
that line is exactly is the crux of the 
matter. 
All these problems were duplicated at 
least in essence in 1968 An extensive 
dialog developed on the subject of a 
“ closed" 
campus, 
but 
not 
many 
persons,studentsor otherwise favored it. 
Students, particularly at that time spoke 
out before the school board against the 
restriction. More recently it has been 
reported 
that 
school 
personnel 
themselves oppose a closed campus 
because it would require their services 
as monitors to enforce the no-leaving- 
the-campus concept. 
Police haven’t said so. but it is known 
there is great concern about the amount 
of time spent on policing College Avenue 
and adjacent areas because of the 
spillover from the high school.
